Report of the Trustees of the Greeley Public Library. 


Since our last annual report. we have been called to mourn 
the death of our associate and efficient co-worker, Miss Martha 
E. Pollard; who died March 29, 1899. We deeply feel the 
loss of her wise counsel and sound judgment, and especially 
of her ever happy and genial disposition. 

Since their last report the trustees have added 135 books, 
making a total of 2604 volumes now in the library. The ad- 
ditions include about 35 volumes of the New Hampshire Pro- 
vincial and Town Papers, Histories of N. H. Regiments in 
the war of the Rebellion, and other books that have been fur- 
nished by the state, and have heretofore been kept in the office 
of the town clerk.

mehool Report. 


The annual report of the School Board is herewith submitted. 
At the Webster school three rooms were occupied ; we had 
here three excellent teachers, the Misses Saunders, Pierce and 
Lenahan, and if possible these teachers should be retained, 
for good progress has been made under their management. __ 

At the Smith school there has not been as good progress ; 
the chief reason being that your board has found it difficult 
when good teachers have been secured to retain them. We 
were also compelled to close the school after a term of only 
four weeks because of measles being epidemic ; beginning the 
fifth of March to make up the remainder of the term. 

The Bush Hill school was under the management of Miss 
Carrie Saunders. It was the wish of some of the parents 
that the scholars from this section should be carried to the 
Smith school; but, in the judgment of your board it was not 
politic to try carrying eight or nine scholars to the Smith 
school. Although parents were very much opposed to 
consolidation have said to your board:  ‘*We would rather 
have our children go to the! Smith school without recom- 
pense for carriage, than have them attend this school”. 

Miss Saunders has had good success here. 

Miss Richardson, the teacher at number nine, has the small- 
est school, and it is impossible for any teacher to do the best 
work with so few pupils. We expected a larger number here 
or we should have carried the children to the Smith or Web- 
ster school. 

It isa very strange that the average parent takes no more 
interest in the education of his children. We think it may be 
safely said that nine-tenths of the pupils will complete their 
school days in our town schools. For this reason, if no other, 
it would seem to be the duty of every parent to insist that his 
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children shall attend school as long as practicable. The aver- 
age child does not understand the value of an education, and 
the parent should think for him. 

Your retiring member wishes to extend his sincere thanks 
for all courtesies received. He requests that his name be omit- 
ted from those who may be candidates for election, since he 
positively declines to serve again as a member of your school 


board.
